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Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments filed 6/13/2005 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

In response to applicant's argument that Sugiyama fails to teach or suggest separating a 
first content part and a second content part of a calling signal, and then sending this information 
corresponding to the first content part to a first communication device of a virtual terminal and a 
second communication device of the virtual terminal, it is noted that Sugiyama clearly teaches an 
information separating unit (17, figure 1) for separating a first content part, i.e., audio signal, and 
a second content part, i.e., video signal, of a calling signal, and then send this information 
corresponding to the first content part to a first communication device, i.e., a handset (1, figure 
1), and a second communication device, i.e., a display (9, figure 1), of the virtual terminal. Note 
the claimed language fails to clearly define how the information separating unit in accordance 
with a terminal management unit for separating the first content part and the second content part 
of the calling signal. Thus, Sugiyama is enough to teach the broad claimed limitations. 

In response to applicant's arguments against the references individually, one cannot show 
nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections are based on 
combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re 
Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986).
